What  makes  Mann’s  feat  even 
more  astounding  is  that  he  wasn’t 
pushed  by  the  competition  as  his 
nearest  competitor  was  20  yards 
back  at  the  finish. 

Fans  were  thrilled  earlier  in  the 
afternoon  by  Murro  who  eclipsed 
the  stadium  record  in  the  javelin  by 
five  feet  with  a throw  of  268  feet, 
9i4  inches. 

In  addition  to  the  fine  showings 
of  Mann  and  Murro  there  were 


many  other  outstanding 
performances  during  the  day. 

BYU’s  Mike  Hoffman  remained 
undefeated  this  year  in  the  discus 
with  a toss  of  180  feet  7 
inches— some  17  feet  farther  than 
his  nearest  opponent.  Hoffman  is 
currently  the  number  one  discxis 
thrower  in  the  WAC  and  holds  the 
school  record  at  184  feet  4Vi 
inches.

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What  To  Do  Now 
Candidates  Wail

The  question  is:  what  is  the 
question? 

That  seems  to  sum  up  the  present 
situation  confronting  the 
candidates  for  ASBYU  Executive 
Vice  President. 

Ken  Murdock  and  Viston 
Thomas  were  nominated  as 
candidates  for  the  position  on 
Wednesday,  April  9.  On  Thursday, 
April  10,  the  ASBYU  Executive 
Council  met  and  passed  an 
executive  by-law  making  the 
position  appointive. 

The  effect  of  the  by-law  was 
eliminating  the  necessity  for 
elections  for  the  executive  vice 
president’s  spot,  and  leaving  the 
choice  to  the  incoming  ASBYU 
President  as  to  the  person  who  will 
hold  the  position  during  the 
coming  year. 

“Our  purpose  was  to  make  sure 
the  executive  vice  president  was 
the  rough  equivalent  of  the  present 
executive  assistants,’’  a spokesman 
for  the  CouncU  indicated.  “The 
reason  for  creating  the  position  was 
to  provide  the  president  with  a 
right-hand  man  to  take  over  in  the 
president’s  absence.” 

COURT  TO  RULE 
On  Friday,  the  candidates  and 
others  interested  in  the  situation 
asked  the  ASBYU  Supreme  Court, 

Roof  Truss 
Collapses 
At  Studio 

A falling  roof  truss  caused 
considerable  damage  to  the  BYU 
Motion  Picture  Studio  when  it 
pulled  down  tons  of  catwalk, 
heating  system  equipment  and 
plumbing  Saturday  morning. 

Fortunately,  no  one  was  in 
Sound  Studio  2,  (located 
off-campus),  when  the  collapse 
occurred,  and  the  accident  was 
discovered  before  props  and 
equipment  in  storage  areas  outside 
the  studio  sustained  more  than 
floor-seepage  damage. 

“The  causes  for  the  collapse  are 
still  under  investigation,”  said 
Eldon  R.  Henrichscn,  BYU  Safety 
and  Fire  Marshal.  “We  can’t 
estimate  the  damage  yet,  but  the 
major  losses  will  be  from  structural 
and  water  damage  and  from  delays 
in  filming  schedules.” 

The  falling  truss  crashed  through 
catwalks  and  a four-inch  water 
pipe,  as  well  as  through  some  of  the 
pipes  of  the  studio’s  fire  sprinkling 
system.  The  damage  to  the 
sprinkling  system  activated  a 
Security  Office  alarm. 

When  Provo  firemen  arrived  on 
the  scene,  they  found  the  studio’s 
supervising  carpenter  had  built  a 
dike  to  divert  the  water  from  the 
prop  storage  areas  to  the  lot 
outside. 


headed  by  Chief  Justice  Stephen 
Gulbrandsen,  to  rule  the  part  of  the 
by-law  which  made  the  position 
appointive  unconstitutional. 

The  case  was  heard  Saturday 
morning,  beginning  at  10:30  a.m. 
Arguing  the  constitutionality  of 
the  by-law  was  ASBYU  Executive 
Vice  President  Paul  Genho.  Asking 
for  a negative  ruling  against  the 
by-law  was  Don  Oldham. 

After  five  hours’  deliberation, 
the  court,  in  a 3-2  split,  ruled  that 
section  of  the  by-law  dealing  with 
the  selection  of  the  officer 
unconstitutional.  No  indication 
was  made  of  the  basis  for  the 
ruling. 

Chief  Justice  Gulbrandsen 
indicated  the  majority  and 
minority  opinions  would  be 
released  to  the  public  Wednesday. 

“This  was  an  unprecedented 
move,”  he  said,  “announcing  the 
decision  before  the  opinions  were 
available.  But  we  felt  the  urgency 
of  the  situation  required  this  action 
on  our  part.” 

MORE  NOMINATIONS 
After  the  announcement  of  the 
court’s  decision,  the  ASBYU 
Elections  Committee  extended 
nominations  for  the  office  until 
Tuesday  at  noon,  to  enable  more 
candidates  to  ehter  the  race  and  to 
allow  presidential  candidates  to 
express  their  preferences. 

Candidates  Kim  Cameron  and 
Happy  Cluff  were  unavailable  for 
comment.  Bryan  Pettit  said,  “I 
haven’t  had  enough  time  to  study 
the  new  developments  in  the 
campaign,  and  feel  I should 
therefore  abstain  from  comment 
until  I can  study  the  situation 
further.” 

Candidate  Ken  Kartchner  would 
not  express  a preference. 
“Especially  this  position  falls  in  the 
same  category  with  the  president 
of  being  superfluous,  unnecessary 
and  grossly  overfinanced. 
Therefore,  I have  no  preference  for 
a running  mate.”

Appreciation  is  due  Brian  Walton 
et  al.  through  whose  continued 
efforts  “Extra  Education”  classes 
have  been  initiated  in  such  urgent 
areas  as  “Student  Discontent.”

Discusses 
Alienation 

“America  has  given  herself  over 
to  the  promulgation  of 
unrecognizable  goals,”  William  F. 

Buckley  Jr.  said  Friday  as  he  spoke 
on  the  University  of  Utah  campus. 

Talking  as  the  culminating 
speaker  of  the  Salt  Lake 
university’s  Challenge  Week, 

Buckley  accused  the  U.  S. 
government  during  the  past  four 
years  of  being  concerned  not  only 
with  the  “material  well-being  of 
the  citizens  but  also  with  the 
quality  of  their  lives”  and  of 
’’taking  over  a job  which  the 
churches  have  not  completed  after 
two  thousand  years  of  time.” 

This,  he  said,  is  “at  best 
preposterous.” 

Discussing  the  “widening  gulf” 
between  the  individual  and  his 
government,  Buckley  accused  the 
governmental  bureaucracy  of 
having  “turned  toward  Utopia” 
with  programs  that  have  not 
succeeded. 

The  conservative  philosopher 
expressed  sympathy  for  the  young 
generation’s  alienation. 

Young  people,  he  said,  are  afraid 
that  “in  trying  to  do  something  for 
us,  the  government  is  doing 
something  to  us.” 

“I  welcome  a spiritual  assertion 
against  the  government”  he  said , as 
much  as  he  despises  some  of  the 
forms  present-day  protests  are 
taking.

A Magician  Teach 


Saying  “Abracadabra”  doesn’t 
improve  their  grades,  even  after 
many  BYU  students  are  amazed  to 
learn  that  their  sociology 
instructor  is  a magician.

Cease-Fire  Sought 


Highlights 


Party  Strength  'Taxt 


LAGOS,  Nigeria  (AP)  — The 
leader  of  secessionist  Biafra  wants  a 
cease-fire  as  the  price  for  attending 
a meeting  of  African  heads  of  state 
seeking  to  end  Nigeria’s  civil  war, 
informed  sources  said  Sunday. 

The  informants  said  the  rebel 
leader,  Lt.  Col.  C.  Odumegwu 
Ojukwu,  is  not  likely  to  get  a 
cease-fire  whether  or  not  he  goes  to 
the  meeting  in  Monrovia,  Liberia, 
which  six  African  heads  of  state  are 
expected  to  attend. 

Federal  Information 
Commissioner  Anthony  Enahoro 
told  a news  conference  Saturday 
the  recent  reduction  of  bombing  in 
Biafra  was  caused  by  damage  to 
most  of  the  Soviet-built  Ilyushin 
28  jet  bombers  in  the  federal  air 
force  and  was  not  a reflection  of 
any  bombing  pause. 

Sources  close  to  Maj.  Gen. 
Yakubu  Go  won,  Nigerian  military 
ruler,  said  negotiations  with 
Ojukwu  inside  encircled  Biafra 
were  being  carried  on  through 
Ivory  Coast  President  Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny  whose 
government  has  recognized  the 
secessionists. 

Russian  Easter 

MOSCOW  (AP)  - Thousands  of 
fur-hatted  Russians— some  of  them 
antireligious  hecklers,  others 
simply  curious— joined  the  Russian 
Orthodox  faithful  Sunday  to 
watch  the  annual  midnight  Easter 
procession  at  Moscow’s  Central 
Epiphany  Qathedral. 

In  this  officially  atheist  country, 
the  ritual  traditionally  attracts 
unruly  youths.  Following  custom 
they  jeered  and  mocked  the  priests 


and  their  followers,  but  observers 
said  the  crowd  was  more  restrained 
and  better  behaved  than  in 
previous  years. 

A dozen  mounted  police  and 
several  hundred  young  police 
auxiliaries  in  civilian  clothes  and 
red  armbands  controlled  the 
spectators.  About  10  youths  were 
arrested  for  disorderly  behavior. 

The  religious  faithful,  arriving 
before  midnight  for  the  Easter 
service,  looked  nervous  when 
occasional  screams  from  the  crowd 
across  the  street  indicated 
spectators  were  being  crushed 
against  walls.  One  shoving  group 
broke  a liquor  store  window. 

The  pealing  of  a church  bell  just 
before  midnight  stirred  whistles 
and  jeers,  but  many  of  the  youths 
fell  silent  whenjthe  ancient 
procession  began. 

Yugoslavia  Votes 

BELGRADE  (AP)  - Yugoslavia 
held  its  first  general  election  in  two 
years  Sunday,  and  voters  had  a 
choice  in  some  districts  where 
independents  were  running  against 
the  Communist  slate. 

President  Tito,  who  will  be  77 
next  month,  cast  his  vote  at  8 a.m., 
an  hour  after  the  polling  station 
opened  across  the  street  from  his 
Belgrade  residence. 

“Please  explain  to  me  how  one 
votes,”  asked  Tito,  in  a jovial 
mood.  The  chief  poll  watcher, 
standing  beneath  a portrait  of  Tito, 
told  the  head  of  this  independent 
Communist  state  how  to  circle  the 
name  of  the  candidate  of  his 
choice. 

“To  me  they’re  all  equal,”  said 


Tito.  Turning  to  his  wife,  Jovanka, 
he  warned:  “Don’t  peek  at  who  I’m 
voting  for.” 

Tito,  like  the  rest  of  the 
country’s  1 3 million  eligible  voters, 
was  choosing  among  candidates 
running  for  the  120  seats  in  the 
socio-political  chamber  of  the 
federal  Parliament  and  for 
candidates  for  new  state  and  local 
councils. 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A test  of 
partisan  strength  in  Congress  seems 
to  be  shaping  over  the  proposed 
extension  of  the  10  per  cent 
income  tax  surcharge. 

Sen.  Everett  M.  Dirksen,  R-Ill., 
says  he  doubts  Congress  will  couple 
any  basic  tax  reforms  with 
extension  of  the  surtax  but  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy,  D-Mass.,  says 
it  can  and  should. 

Dirksen,  the  Senate  Republican 
leader,  drew  a further  line  of 
dispute  with  the  Democratic 


leadership  when  he  added  that  i 
opposes  eliminating  the  seven  j i 
cent  investment  credit  forbusi 
plant  extension.  'jl 

While  Dirksen  specified  he  sp^l 
only  for  himself,  there  is  geo 
feeling  that  his  views  coincide  wiT 
those  of  a majority  of  Senaj 
Republicans.
